This  year  College  Theater  Week, 
which  will  he  held  November  10- 
14,  will  feature  two  plays.  These 
are  the  first  major  theatrical  per¬ 
formances  to  be  given  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  since  1939.  The  two  produc¬ 
tions  to  be  given  are  “The  Import¬ 
ance,  of  Being  Earnest,”  by  Oscar 
Wilde,  and  "Tartuffe,”  by  Moliere. 
They’  will  be  presented  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Repertory  Theater  of  New 
York. 

Starring  in  both  productions  Is 
William  Browder,  a  veteran  per¬ 
former.  His  early  training  included 
appearances  in  New  York  and  Min¬ 
neapolis.  Following  his  dischai  ge 
from  the  Naval  Reserve,  he  appear¬ 
ed  in  New  York  In  “Janie”  and 
“Outrageous  Fortune”  and  took  time 
off  from  his  repertory  plans  to  tour 
the  country  with  the  Theatre 
Guild-Margaret  Webster  production 
of  “Othello.” 

Both  Plays  Are"  Comedies 

“Tile  Importance  of  Being  Earn¬ 
est,”  scheduled  for  November  10,  is 
a  delightful  comedy  of  the  English 
nineties,  which  provides  ample 
opportunity  for  the  stylized  rom- 
.  ance  of  this  extremely  mannered 
era  and  a  satiric  study  of  the  Vic¬ 
torian  social  older.  It  Is  the  story 
of  young  Mr.  Worthing,  who  In¬ 
vents  a  worldly  brother  in  order  to 
leave  his  country  home  on  frequent 
occasions  to  pay  suit  to  a  sophisti¬ 
cated  London  debutante  of  the 
period.  His  plans,  however,  are  up¬ 
set  when  a  friend  of  his  from  Lon¬ 
don  presents  himself  as  this  imag¬ 
inary  toother. 

The  grandeur  and  elegance  of  the 
-17th  Century  France  is  the  setting 
for  the  amusing  Moliere  master¬ 
piece,  "Tartuffe,”  to  be  given  (Nov¬ 
ember  11.  “Tartuffe,”  sometimes 
called  “The  Imposter”  or  The  Hyp¬ 
ocrite,”  is  a  sophisticated  comedy  of 
manners.  The  story  deals  with  the 
hypocritical  Tartuffe,  who  by  his 
pretended  devotion  to  Heaven,  com¬ 
pletely  captivates  the  heart,  as  well 
as  the  fortune,  of  a  gullible  gentle¬ 
man,  Orgon. 

The  difficult  task  of  Orgon’s  wife 
In  trying  to  convince  Orgon  of  the 
true  character  of  his  idol  is  filled 
with  hilarity  and  fun. 

Both  plays  are  brilliantly  staged 
and  have  elaborate  costuming.

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Mr.  Dwight  Brantley  Gives 
Lecture  at  Teachers  Meet 

Mr.  Dwight  Brantley.  Special 
Agent  in  Charge,  Federal  Bureau  of  ^ 
Investigation,  United  States  De- 
pnrtment  of  Justice,  gave  an  address 
Friday  afternoon  at  teachers’  meet¬ 
ing  on  "How  the  Citizen  May  Aid 
in  Law  Enforcement.”  He  empha¬ 
sized  the  fact  that  all  criminals  and 
delinquents  start  on  their  road  to 
crime  in  childhood.  Broken  homes 
caused  by  divorce,  death,  or  unem¬ 
ployment,  the  liquor,  and  the  feeling 
of  being  down-trodden  cause  future 
criminals. 

Mr.  Brantley  said  that  in  build- 
in;?  good  citizens  the  school  is  the 
most  important  of  the  three  prin¬ 
ciples  of  home,  church,  and  school. 

The  home  is  often  the  cause  of 
distress,  the  child  is  in  church  only 
a  few  hours  a  week,  therefore  it  is 
the  schools',  tints  the  teachers,’  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  make  the  child  desire 
a  great  living. 

Teachers  can  best  do  this  work  by 
being  kind,  Interested,  and  under-  [ 
standing.  If  they  act  as  if  they  de¬ 
plore  their  position  and  “take  it 
out”  on  the  child,  he  will  be  inclined 
to  go  “bad.” 

Instructors  should  explain  to  the 
children  about  the  cheap  amuse¬ 
ments  that  lead  to  crime,  and  should 
cause  the  children  to  have  respect 
and  trust  for  the  law  enforcement 
officers.  By  stressing  the  correct 
pattern  of  life  to  follow,  the  teach¬ 
ers  mold  the  child  and  promote  a 
higher  standard  in  education  and  in 
social  living.

“There  arc  no  such  things  as  se¬ 
curity  and  stability  for  teachers.  If 
we  are  to  make  teaching  a  profession 
in  Missouri,  we  must  demand  modem 
teaching  situations  to  do  our  work,” 
Dr.  C.  A.  Phillips  declared  in  the 
second  session  of  the  teachers’  meet¬ 
ing  October  10. 

This  professor,  associated  with  the 
University  of  Missouri,  discussed 
many  difficulties  which  confront 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  ed¬ 
ucation  of  youngsters.  He  opposed 
nine  months’  education  not  only  be¬ 
cause  the  educators  are  employed  for 
only  this  amount  of  time,  but  also 
because  he  believes  students  should 
take  twelve  months’  courses  and  be 
able  to  graduate  from  universities 
at  the  age  of  twenty. 

Need  Ethical  Code 
Dr.  Phillips  insisted,  "We  need  a 
profession  with  a  code  of  ethics  and 
a  kick  in  the  code.”  He  explained 
that  democracy  has  failed  to  see 
teachers  as  human  'beings  with  all 
their  needs,  urges,  and  desires.  “If 
democracy  continues  to  neglect  see¬ 
ing  these  qualities,  the  personality 
of  the  profession  will  be  warped.” 

Whether  or  not  teaching  can  be 
made  professional  will  depend  en¬ 
tirely  upon  the  people's  attitude  to¬ 
ward  higher  wages,  according  to  the 
speaker.  “Even  with  the  opposition¬ 
al  factors  of  teaching  stability,  we 
have  come  a  long  way  and  any 
school  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than 
it  was  in  1940,"  Dr.  Phillips  praised. 

Theilman  Outlines  Needs 
The  latter  part  of  the  assembly 
was  in  charge  of  Mr.  Giles  Theil¬ 
man,  director  of  the  Topeka  Kansas 
High  School.  Mr.  Theilman  outlin¬ 
ed  the  practical  methods  of  meeting 
the  imperative  needs  of  youth  in 
secondary  schools. 

“The  most  important  point  is 
winning  the  confidence  of  your  pu¬ 
pils,"  Mr.  Theilman  pointed  out. 
"Give  your  pupils  a  chance  to  know 
when  you  are  pleased  with  their  ac¬ 
tions  as  well  as  when  you  are  dis¬ 
pleased.”  He  declared  that  if  they 
are  given  a  chance  to  express  them¬ 
selves  and  explain  their  feelings, 
they  will  loam  much  more  rapidly. 
Check  Individual  Needs 
That  every  student  should  be 
cheeked  on  a  school  objective  aware¬ 
ness  sheet  was  another  factor  the 
Kansas  teacher  emphasized.  In  this 
sheet  the  needs  of  each  individual 
could  be  enumerated,  thus  offering 
a  proof  as  to  whether  or  not  adjust¬ 
ed  classes  and  differentiated  assign¬ 
ments  should  be,  required. 

“Work  experience  education  such 
as  laboratory  work  is  an  asset  to  any 
secondary  school,"  the  speaker  add¬ 
ed. 

Must  Understand  Pupils 
That  youth  needs  health  and  (phy¬ 
sical  education,  needs  to  under¬ 
stand  family  and  home  life,  should

Bronze  Plaque  Is 

Given  to  College 

Navy  Awards  for  Training 
V- 1 2  Units  During  War 
Are  Received. 


Captain  John  W.  Peterson,  USN, 
Professor  of  Naval  Science 
NROTC,  University  of  Kansas, 
presented  to  the  College  in  the 
assembly  of  September  19  a 
Bronze  Plaque  which  now  appears 
in  the  north  end  of  the  second 
floor  hall,  on  the  wall  across  from 
the  Registrar’s  office. 

This  Plaque,  signed  by  Secretary 
of  Navy  James  Forrestal,  was 
given  to  tihe  College  for  services 
rendered,  during  the  Navy  V-12 
program. 

At  the  time  of  the  presentation, 
besides  the  Plaque,  a  Raw  E  ban¬ 
ner  was  also  presented  as  a  token 
of  apprecinfion.  As  Captain  Peter¬ 
son,  the  alternate  for  Rear  Ad¬ 
miral  J.  Cary  Jones,  USN  Com¬ 
mandant,  Ninth  Naval  District, 
presented  these  tokens  to  Ucl  W 
Lamkin,  President  Emeritus,  he 
commended,  "Your  job  was  well 
done  during  those  war  times.  Now, 
please  devote  your  classes  to  the 
keeping  of  the  pence — not  defend¬ 
ing  it.” 

A  personal  letter,  dated  Septem¬ 
ber  17,  1947,  was  sent  President 
J.  W.  Jones  by  Rear  Admiral  J. 
Cary  Jones.  In  'the  letter  Rear 
Admiral  Jones  explained  that  Ja¬ 
pan’s  surprise  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor,  December  7,  1C41,  brought 
with  it  urgent  need  for  an  immed¬ 
iate  and  tremendous  expansion  of 
our  naval' forces,  and  that  all 
phases  of  this  country’s  education 
as  well  as  industrial  ancl  agricul¬ 
tural  resources  were  called  upon  te 
produce  the  required  manpower, 
arms,  and  material. 

He  reviewed  how  institutions  of 
learning  throughout  the  midwest 
responded,  promptly  and  whole 
heartedly  and  peace  time  academ¬ 
ic  routine  was  suspended  to  make 
way  for  V-12,  V-5,  and  other  units. 

Said  Rear  Admiral  Jones:  “The 
efficiency,  patriotism  and  cooper¬ 
ative  spirit  demonstrated  by  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  Teacher’s  Col¬ 
lege  in  training  Navy  V-12  units 
has  been  recognized  by  the  entire 
nation.  The  men  you  provided 
have  served  their  country  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  best  traditions  of  the 
naval  service.  In  behalf  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  this  plaque 
is  presented  to  you  in  grateful

Dr.  Frank  Grube,  chairman  of  the 
English  Department  of  the  College, 
presided  at  the  panel  discussion  held 
Friday  morning,  October  10,  on  the 
subject  “Supplements  to  the  Text¬ 
book."  The  panel  was  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  annual  teachers’ 
meeting  ‘  of  northwest  Missouri 
teachers. 

After  Dr.  Grube  had  opened  the 
discussion  with  the  remark  that  “the 
inability  to  read  is  the  greatest  fail¬ 
ing  of  incoming  freshmen”  the 
members  of  the  panel  considered 
ideas  suggested  by  the  audience  con¬ 
cerning  the  various  phases  of  sup¬ 
plements  to  literature  textbooks, 
namely,  books,  magazines,  radio, 
and  motion  pictures. 

Among  the  ideas  advanced  on  the 
problem  of  obtaining  books  were 
those  of  donations  from  publishers, 
travelling  libraries,  appeal  to  towns¬ 
men,  use  of  local  libraries,  and  use 
of  private  libraries.  After  the  books 
have  been  obtained  the  problem  of 
arousing  interest  among  students  is 
to  be  faced.  Knowing  the  tastes, 
cultivating  those  tastes,  and  follow¬ 
ing  up  the  reading  by  the  students 
would  insure  the  best  results  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  opinion  of  most  of  the 
English  teachers  and  other  interest¬ 
ed  persons  present  at  the  panel. 

Teaching  the  proper  reading  of 
magazines  and  newspapers,  the 
greatest  sources  of  adult  reading, 
will  help  pupils  in  their  reading  skill. 
Also  important  is  a  variety  of  read¬ 
ing.  '

Trees  Add  to  Campus  Beauty 


“Don’t  you  just  love  a  campus 
with  your  college?”  was  a  question 
asked  ‘by  a  new  student  this  fall, 
who  had  gone  to  a  city  college  the 
previous  year.  This  newcomer  to 
the  College  was  seconded  in  his 
appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  the 
campus  by  returning  teachers  at¬ 
tending  the  meetings  last  week. 
Many  of  them  said  that  the 
grounds  are  more  beautiful  this 
fall  than  they  have  ever  seen  them 
before.  What,  then,  are  some  of 
the  features  that  make  our  camp¬ 
us  such  a  beautiful  setting  for  the 
College,  that  both  old  and  new 
students  comment  about  it? 

To  the  new  friend  from  the  city 
college,  the  multitude  of  trees 
scattered  over  the  campus  is '  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of 
ltis  new  surroundings.  Although 
he  might  view  a  patch  of  scraggly 
weeds  or  grass  on  his  way  to 
school  in  the  city,  a  tree  was  a 
rare  thing  to  behold.  And  the 
chances  are,  that,.^mless  he  gets 
hold  of  one  of  Dr.  Mueller’s  dia¬ 
grams  of  the  plantings  on  the 
campus,  he  will  never  realize  that 
there  are  sixty  some  varlpties  of 


trees  planted  here.  They  range 
from  the  familiar  American  elms 
spaced  along  the  long  walk  and 
the  drives,  to  a  pair  of  Russian 
olive  trees  on  the  south  side  of 
Residence  Hall.  The  white  birch 
trees  in  front  of  Residence  Hall 
and  the  Administration  building 
seem  to  bo  the  favorites  of  many 
students.  However,  the  many  kinds 
of  pine  and  fir  trees  run  a  close 
second,  especially  when  there  is  a 
soft  breeze  whispering  through 
their  branches. 

Almost  every  student  has  claim¬ 
ed  some  spot  on  the  campus  as  his 
own,  either  a  place  where  he  likes 
to  be,  ov  one  upon  which  ho  likes 
to  gaze.  The  "long  walk"  from  the 
Administration  building  to  the 
President’s  home,  is  again  claim¬ 
ing  admirers  as  it  has  for  many 
years  past.

Others  would  not  limit 
themselves  to  the  long  walk  but 
would  include  the  entire  broad  ex¬ 
panse  of  lawn  and  trees  in  front  of 
the  Administration  building.  The 


view  out  across  this  part  of  the 
campus  from  the  third  floor  of  the 
building  is  particularly  attractive 
in  the  winter  when  a  falling  snow 
makes  the  trees  and  ground  white. 

Another  traditional  spot  on  the 
campus  is  the  quaint  wooden 
bridge  on  tire  cinder  path  from 
Residence  Hall  to  the  Gym.  It  is 
a  relic  of  the  days  when  there  was 
water  in  the  creek  cutting  through 
the  campus.  Tiro  cinder  paths 
themselves  are  long  remembered 
by  students.  And  no  discussion  of 
the  campus  would  be  complete 
without  mentioning  College  Park 
with  its  groves  of  trees  and  picnic 
tables  and  ovens. 

The  sloping  ‘banks  of  the  camp¬ 
us  lake  with  their  background  of 
shrubs  and  flowers  leading  up  to 
the  President's  home,  aro  perhaps 
most  beautiful  on  a  clear  starlit 
night  when  tiro  lights  arc  reflect¬ 
ed  in  tire  water.  Indeed,  the  whole 
campus  is  beautiful,  and  ail  stu¬ 
dents,  whether  the  campus  is 
something  new  to  be  explored  and 
treasured,  or  whether  it  is  a  famil¬ 
iar  place,  join  in  appreciation  of 
Us  beauty.

Study  of  the 
classics  and  other  famous  works  are 
simplified  iby  use  of  recordings,  an¬ 
other  use  of  radio. 

With-  visual  education  coming  into 
its  own,  the  motion  picture  phase 
as  a  supplement  to  literature  text¬ 
books  is  becoming  important.  Slides, 
reels,  and  charts  can  be  shown  to 
groups  in  large  numbers  at  a  small 
cost.  Interest  is  easily  aroused  if 
the  pictures  are  selected  carefully.

The  topic, 
“The  Importance  of  Good  Groom¬ 
ing,"  was  discussed  in  a  panel  by 
Mrs.  Harry  E.  Sheetz,  Miss  Wincie 
Ann  Carruth,  and  Miss  Mabel  Cook. 
Mr.  Homer  T.  Phillips  was  chair¬ 
man.  College  staff  members  and 
prospective  teachers  were'  invited. 


Fourth  Session  Is 
Held  Friday  Morning 

Mrs.  Eila  Nixon  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Wommack  Are 
Speakers. 

Mr.  Wilbur  Williams,  president., 
opened  the  fourth  general  session 
of  the  Northwest  Missouri  Teach¬ 
ers  Association.  Mr.  G.  Frank 
Smith.  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Holt  Couniy  led  group  singing. 

Mr.  Everett  Brown  was  named 
secretary  of  the  Association  by  Mr. 
Williams.  Mr.  Brown  made  an¬ 
nouncements  concerning  the  day's 
events. 

Education  is  now  officially  rec¬ 
ognized  as  an  'important  factor 
in  winning  the  peace,  according 
to  Miss  Mary  B.  Womack  who 
spoke  on  ’Peace  Through  Educa¬ 
tion”  at  this  session. 

Miss  Womack,  president  of  the 
Northeast  Missouri  State  Teachers 
Association,  spent  her  elementary 
school  days  in  Hannibal,  Missouri, 
was  graduated  from  Harris  Teach¬ 
ers  College;  and  is  now  teaching 
in  St.  Louis. 

“Time  has  pushed  us  into  deep 
water  and  does  not  solve  the 
nation’s  .  problems,  ine  military 
victory  .has  -given  us  another 
chance  to  revise  the  world  atari 
make  it  a  better  place  in  which 
to  live,”  she  said. 

Education  is  a  peace  factor  be¬ 
cause  if  correct  guidance  is  given 
children  and  young  adults  in 
schools  they  will  grow  up  to  ap¬ 
preciate  a  peaceful  world  and 
therefore  strive  to  keep  it  so. 
Adult  education  should  be  includ- 
ded  in.  the  educational  program  and 
all  types  of  children  from  the 
mentally  and  physically  ill  to  the 
very  brightest  child  in  the  class¬ 
room  should  be  considered. 

Too  often  the  children's  health 
habits  are  disregarded.  In  com¬ 
bating  this  situation,  adequate 


medical  and  dental  care,  especially 
for  the  needy  child,  must  be  sup¬ 
plied. 

Miss  Womack  pointed  out  that 
teachers  arc  not  always  of  the 
best  quality.  They  are  not  selected 
properly.  Educators  must  show  that 
they  are  willing  to  cooperate  and 
put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel 
to  make  the  children  of  today  bet¬ 
ter  citizens  ol  tomorrow. 

Children  accept  what  they  learn 
in  the  school  room  to  be  true. 
■  Therefore,  true  and  effective  les¬ 
sons  mist  be  taught. 

There  are  three  so  called  “oper¬ 
ations"  that  I  he  educational  sys¬ 
tem  must  develop  and  follow: 
Operations  classroom,  operations 
teamwork,  and  operations  civic. 

Teachers  and  citizens  should  be 
mobilized  to  wage  the  peace. 

Mrs.  Marie  Ernst,  president  of 
the  National  Association  of  Class¬ 
room  Teachers,  was  unable  to  at¬ 
tend  the  meeting,  so  Mrs.  Eii-. 
Nixon  of  the  Association  of  Class¬ 
room  Teachers  in  Arkansas  de¬ 
livered  the  address,  “Heart  of  the 
Classroom  Teacher"  or  what  she 
stated  as  ‘Professional  Conscious¬ 
ness.” 

According  to  Mrs.  Nixon,  the 
educational  program  fails  in  too 
many  ways  in  providing  the  best 
education  for  children. 

Public  relations  is  the  biggest 
bugaboo  and  the  schools  have  the 
responsibility  of  improving  it. 

Lack  of  eftort  to  promote  the 
school  program  is  the  fault  of  the 
teachers. 

Lack  of  sincerity  could  be  re¬ 
moved  by  the  teachers’  establish¬ 
ing  friendly  contacts  with  the 
pupils’  mothers. 

The  teachers  should  also  strive 
to  stabilize  the  children's  emo¬ 
tions. 

Lack  of  training  is  very  deplor¬ 
able  because  the  teaching  profes¬ 
sion  requires  trained  people.  A 
person  should  not  graduate  from 
high  school  and  go  right  into  a 
country  school  teaching  position. 
It  is  no.,  fair  to  the  children.  The 
reauirements  should  be  high  enough 


so  that  after  four  or  more  years 
of  college  training  the  teacher  will 
stick  to  her  job. 

For  every  teacher  who  left  the 
classroom  during  the  war,  two 
qualified  teachers  stayed  in  the 
profession.  Those  two  must  bo 
organized. 

The  Classroom  Teacher  organ¬ 
izations  must  be  understood  by 
everyone  and  especially  the  par¬ 
ents. 

Teachers  must  have  a  broader 
understanding  of  children.  They 
must  participate  in  school  activi¬ 
ties  and  they  must  establish  their 
identity  as  qualified  teachers  whom 
a  child  would  respect  and  class 
^ns  his  best,  friends. 

After  the  Annual  Business  Meet¬ 
ing  those  attending  the  fourth 
session  ndjourned  to  meetings  of 
the  high  school  section  and  ele¬ 
mentary  and  rural  schofil  depart¬ 
ments. 

Any  Person  Can  Be 
Artist  in  Teaching 

Dr.  Henry  Hill  Makes 
Statement  During 
Lecture. 

Dr.  Henry  Hill,  president  of  Pea¬ 
body  College,  in  his  lecture  Friday 
afternoon,  conveyed  the  Idea  J>hat  it 
was  possible  for  any  person  to  be  an 
artist  in  the  class  room.  Failure  to 
become  a  world-famous  artist  is  not 
failure,  but  it  is  a  failure  not  to  do 
good  years  of  teaching  if  you  are  a 
teacher.  No  finer  role  in  education 
can  be  found  than  that  of  the  class¬ 
room  teacher.  There  may  not  be 
financial  returns,  but  the  respon¬ 
sibility  is  heavy.  In  so  far  as  ad¬ 
equate  salaries  are  concerned  no 
teacher  can  be  paid  in  money  when 
the  teacher  uses  artistry  in  the  class 
room. 

“Art  is  just  a  little  bit  beyond  the 
endeavor  of  some  individuals,”  ;Dr. 
Hill  said.  To  be  an  artist  in  a  class¬ 
room  the  instructor  must  be  kind, 
sympathetic,  sparkle  with  enthus¬ 
iasm  for  her  work, — and  most  im¬ 
portant — have  a  change  of  pace. 
The  teacher  should  visit  other  teach¬ 
ers  more.  Teachers  do  not  know  how 
good  they  can  be  until  they  see  how 
good  other  Teachers  can  be.  A  sad 
thing  about  teachers  is  that  they 
may  “jell,”  and  students  year  after 
year  will  get  the  same  material. 
Thus,  by  trying  to  improve  they  can 
make  living  more  interesting,  and 
can  make  study  more  interesting  for 
their  students.  The  wider  the  teach¬ 
ers’  interests  are  the  better  they  will 
get  along  with  their  students.  To  be 
really  artists  in  the  classroom, 
the  teachers  should  continually 
strive  to  excel  their  best  records. 

Change  of  pace  and  use  of  new 
methods  of  all  kinds  all  the  time  is 
the  main  difference  between  artists 
and  ordinary  people  in  the  class¬ 
room.  The  artist  is  constantly  alert 
for  anything  that  will  improve  not 
only  his  methods  of  teaching,  but 
his  own  personality  and  personal 
talents  as  well  as  all  other  things 
around  him.

Rolla  Miners  Again 
i  Defeat  Bearcats 


Driving  Play  of  Marvin 
,  Weed  Is  Only  Bright 
<  Spot  for  Cats.

An  underrated  team  of  Rolla 
Miners  once  again  turned  the  trick 
Friday  night,  October  10,  and 
dropped  the  Bearcats  into  the  de¬ 
feated  class  after  they  had  won 
their  first  three  games.  The  Min¬ 
ers  in  1940  snapped  a  Bearcat  win¬ 
ning  streak  at  twenty-one  games 
with  b-  25-0  victory. 

Maryville  jumped  ahead  with 
one  touchdown  only  to  see  this  lead 
fade  as  a  rejuvenated  Miner  ag¬ 
gregation  pushed  across  two  touch¬ 
downs  to  take  a  12  to  6  victory. 

The  Bearcats’  aerial  attack, 
which  worked  so  well  against  the 
Ottawa  Braves,  was  not  impres¬ 
sive.  A  blow  fell  to  the  Bearcat 
squad  as  It  dressed  for  the  game. 
Ralph  Kurtright,  ace  place-kicker, 
was  notified  that  he  was  ineligible 
on  the  basis  of  four  years’  previous 
competition. 

The  Miners  struck  quickly  after 
receiving  the  kickoff,  Kemper  pass- 
.  ing  to  Earl  Hoehn,  Fullback  Jim 
McGrath  making  a  big  gain,  and 
Kemper  passing  to  make  way  for 
first  down  on  the  Maryville  30. 
The  drive  was  halted  by  Paul 
''  Butherus  as  he  recovered  a  Miner 
fumble.  Pat  Zuchowski  then  quick 
kicked  for  Maryville,  the  ball  roll¬ 
ing  to  the  Rolla  8  yard  line  on  a 
beautiful  play  that  caught  Rolla 
flatfooted.  Rolla  took  the  ball  and 
promptly  drove  for  two  first 
downs.  Then  Bill  Gamble,  Mary¬ 
ville  center,  recovered  a  fumble  on 
the  Rolla  33  yard  line.  The  Bear¬ 
cats  started  their  drive  for  a 
touchdown.  Paul  Gates  and  Mar¬ 
vin  Weed,  quarter  and  fullback, 
gained  13  yards.  Weed  broke 
through  center  dragging  two  Rolla 
tacklers  behind  before  they  stop¬ 
ped  him  for  a  15  yard  gain  that 
set  up  the  next  play  and  the  Bear¬ 
cat  touchdown.  Zuchowski  swept 
around  his  right  end  on  a  lateral 
play  to  hit  pay  dirt.  The  place 
kick  by  Marion  Freeman  was  wide. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts  the 
Miners  started  on  a  touchdown 
drive  in  the  latter  part  of  the  first 
quarter  that  continued  into  the 
second  period.  After  a  series  of 
plays  Whitney  took  a  double  re¬ 
verse  to  scamper  unhindered  for 
a  Rolla  touchdown  and  to  cross 
the  Bearcat  goal  line  for  the  first 
time  this  season. 

Totoraitis,  Bearcat  end,  was  all 
over  Dowling  as  he  attempted  to 
place  kick  the  extra  point.  The 
score  stood  G-G. 

Maryville  was  in  a  bad  spot  when 
a  Zuchowski  punt  gained  only  8 
yards  and  Rolla  started  an  aerial 
attack  with  Kemper  passing  to 
Whitney  for  consistent  gains. 
Bearcat  Captain  Swede  Johnson 
recovered  a  Miner  fumble  as  the 
half  ended. 

The  third  quarter  went  scoreless. 
Rolla  was  penalized  15  for  holding 
as  the  fourth  quarter  opened. 
Starting  on  their  own  7  yard  line 
they  passed  and  ran  down  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  Bearcats’  line  to  Mary¬ 
ville’s  12  from  where  Reichelt  pass¬ 
ed  over  the  goal  line  to  Teas. 

In  the  waning  minutes  Maryville 
started  a  drive  from  its  own  45 
yard  line  that  almost  ended  by 
crossing  the  Miner  goal  line.  In 
this  march  Gates  and  A1  Worms- 
ley  passed  twice  to  Howard  Glavin, 
Weed  tore  off  8  yards,  and  Klang 
gathered  in  a  pass  for  a  first  down, 
■  on  the  Rolla  31.  Weed  picked  up 
11  yards  on  another  of  his  driv¬ 
ing  gains,  but  was  hurt  in  tire  pro¬ 
cess.  With  time  for  only  one  play 
remaining  the  Bearcats  attempted 
another  pass,  but  Gates  was  caught 
back  of  the  line  as  the  game  end¬ 
ed.  ,

Ralph  Kurtright,  the  old  reliable,1 
kicked  a  wet,  soggy  ball  squarely 
between  the  uprights  in  the  William- 
Jewell  game  for  that  all  important 
extra  point.  Rex  Adams  had  to  hold 
tire  ball  in  two  inches  of  water,  but 
that  fact  didn’t  bother  the  veteran 
kicker. 


Marvin  Weed,  the  E.earcats’  big, 
rugged  fullback,  is  rapidly  becoming 
a  reliable  also.  When  the  team  needs 
just  a  yard  or  two  for  a  first  down, 
big  Marvin  usually  gets  the  call,  and 
so  far  he  has  done  the  job  every 
time. 


The  Bearcats  got  their  first  test 
in  the  mud  at  William-Jewell  where 
the  game  was  played  throughout  in 
a  downpour  of  rain.  Although  the 
score  was  a  mere  7  to  0  victory,  the 
Bearcats  rolled  up  241  yards  from 
scrimmage  to  a  negative  one  yard 
for  Jewell. 


The  Rolla  Miners  seem  to  be  a 
jinx  to  Bearcat  football  teams.  Back 
in  1940,  when  the  Milner  men  were 
sporting  a  21  game  winning  streak, 
the  engineers  came  up  and  knocked 
us  off  25  to  0.  That  was  the  worst 
beating  that  a  Bearcat  team  has 
taken  in  the  eleven  years  Coach  Mil¬ 
ner  has  been  at  the  helm  of  foot¬ 
ball  teams  here.  Last  year,  with  a 
mediocre  team,  they  again  clipped 
the  'Cats  by  that  same  25  to  0  score 
and  this  year,  12  to  6.  The  freshmen 
and  sophomore  men  should  remem¬ 
ber  this  when  they  go  to  Rolla  next 
fall.  It's  about  time  for  that  jinx  to 
be  broken! 


Pat  Zuchowski  kicked  the  Bear¬ 
cats  out  of  the  hole  several  times  in 
the  William-Jewell  game.  With  the 
William-Jewell  kicker  hitting  the 
coffin  corner  with  surprising  accur¬ 
acy  in  the  mud  and  rain,  the  ’Cats 
were  back  behind  their  own  10  yard 
line  four  times  in  the  first  half,  but 
each  time  Pat  got  them  back  out 
safely. 


Center  Bill  Gamble  deserves 
much  credit  for  his  fine  handling  of 
the  wet  ball  at  Jewell  also.  Not 
once  in  the  game  did  he  make  a  bad 
pass  of  the  slippery  pigskin.  Maury 
Geist  did  an  equal  job  when  Bill 
was  out  of  the  game. 


Married  men,  who  were  almost 
unheard  of  on  a  football  team  be¬ 
fore  the  war,  dot  the  squad  this 
year.  Well,  yes,  there  was  Stalcup. 
Almost  every  afternoon,  Bearcat 
children  can  be  noted  off  to  one 
side  cheering  for  their  daddy  to  hit 
that  line.

Although  the  spectators  were  dis¬ 
appointed  by  the  Bearcat  loss,  one  of 
the  largest  crowds  ever  to  see  a 


football  game  here  attended  the 
Rolla  game. 


Paul  Butherus  and  Marvin  Weed 
received  the  brunt  of  the  ball  carry¬ 
ing  load  in  the  mud  and  rain  at 
William-Jewell.  The  faster  Bearcat 
backs  could  not  cut  and  run  as 
usual  in  the  slippery  field  and  it 
was  the  straight,  hard  line  plunging 
of  these  two  men  that  kept  the  Bear¬ 
cats  going  a  good  share  of  tire  time. 


Ralph  Kurtright  and  the  squad 
got  a  jolt  when  Coach  Ryland  Mil¬ 
ner  announced  that  the  old  “Bear- 
cub”  was  ineligible  for  any  further 
conference  play.  Kurtright,  nick¬ 
named  “Bearcub”  by  his  teammates 
here  in  1937,  is  one  of  the  best  place 
kickers  in  the  country  today.  His 
loss  will  be  felt  by  the  squad. 


The  men  who  played  in  the  game 
against  Rolla  will  probably  be  dub¬ 
ious  of  southpaws  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  Bob  Kemper,  the  Miners’  left- 
handed  quarterback,  was  a  thorn  in 
the  'Cats  side  as  he  completed  pass 
after  pass.  Back  on  his  own  seven 
yard  line,  Kemper  faked  a  punt  and 
passed  to  the  30,  catching  the  Bear¬ 
cat  defense  flatfooted.  Kemper,  by 
the  way,  is  a  good  basketball  player 
and  the  fans  will  get  another  look 
at  him  this  winter  on  the  hard¬ 
woods. 


Ivan  Schottel,  former  all-round 
Bearcat  star,  has  returned  to  finish 
a  few  credits  required  for  his  degree 
and  is  assisting  Coach  Milner  and 
Coach  Peterson  with  the  squad. 
Schottel,  who  has  about  eight  years 
of  experience  with  the  T  formation, 
both  in  college  and  pro  ball,  is  help¬ 
ing  the  backs  learn  the  finer  points 
of  the  T.  A  few  of  this  year's  Bear¬ 
cats  played  with  "Honk”  here  in 
1941.  Everyone  wishes  Ivan  Schottel 
were  eligible  to  play  just  one  more 
year  here. 


“Swede”  Johnson  wants  it  known 
to  all  hands  that  his  home  is  Red 
Oak,  Iowa.  Several  times,  the  big 
guard's  home  town  has  been  listed 
as  Atlantic,  Iowa.  Yours  truly  knows 
that  Atlantic  and  Red  Oak  have 
been  arch  rivals  for  a  long  time  and 
it  irks  him  no  end  to  see  his  name 
linked  with  the  rival  town.  All  jok-, 
ing  aside,  both  of  these  towns  have 
sent  many  outstanding  athletes  and 
students  to  this  college. 


Paul  Gates,  known  to  be  a  hearty 
eater,  was  outsmarted  by  a  can 
opener  and  a  can  of  peaches  after 
the  Omaha  game,  and  Paul  cut  his 
thumb  so  badly  that  it  took  four 
stitches  to  close  the  wound.  Gates, 
who  is  a  game  competitor,  stayed 
right  oh  though,  and  played  some  of 
the  Jewell  game  and  all  of  the  Rolla 
game,  even  though  hampered  by  the 
wounded  thumb. 


The  Bearcats  will  get  in  on  a 
variety  of  Homecomings  the  next 
few  games.  Springfield  and  Rock- 
hurst  both  have  homecoming  re¬ 
ceptions  planned  for  the  'Cats.  Then 
comes  our  own  big  day  with  Cape 
here  on  the  first  of  November.  Tire 
following  Friday,  when  the  'Cats  go 
to  Klrksville,  they  will  play  to  a 
Bulldog  homecoming  crowd.

Rebounding  from  the  upset  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  the  Rolla  Miners 
last  week,  the  Maryville  Bearcats 
fought  the  Springfield  Bears  to  a 
7-7  standstill  at  Springfield  last 
Saturday  afternoon.
